FACT AGAINST FICTION. 


An Instance of the Misleading Character 


of Circumstantial Evidence. 


There is no figment of the imagina- 


tion—if it is at all within the limit of 
possibilities—more curious or strange 
than some things that actually happen. 
The following is an instance in proof of 
this: 


A few years ago Frank Millet, the 


well known artist, war correspondent 
and story writer, published a short story 
in a leading magazine which had as its 
principal feature the mysterious killing 
of a Parisian artist in his own studio. 
A web of circumstantial evidence led to 
the arrest of a model who had been in 
tho habit of posing for him. But through 
some chain of circumstances which the 
writer of this has now forgotten, the 
murder—-if murder it can bo called— 
was found to have been caused by the 
discharge of a firearm through the force 
of capillary attraction. The firearm was 
used by the artist as a studio accessory, 
and was hung in such a manner that he 
was directly in line with it. Its dis- 
charge occurred when he was alone in 
his studio. 


The story was a vivid and ingenious 


flight of tho imagination. Now for its 
parallel in fact. 


The Albany Law Journal tells of the 


arrest of a man upon the charge of kill- 
ing his cousin. 
The dead man -was 


found lying upon a lounge about 3 
o'clock in the afternoon with a 32-cahber 
ball in his brain. The cousin, who had 
an interest of $100,000 in his death, was 
alone with him in the house at the time. 
The discovery of the real cause of death 
was due to the lawyer of the accused, 
who took the rifle from which the ball 
had been fired, loaded and hung it upon 
the wall, and then marked the form of a 
man upon a white sheet and placed it 
upon the lounge where the man had 
been found. 


Then a heavy cut glass pitcher of wa- 


ter was placed upon a shelf above. The 
temperature was 90 degs. in the shade. 
The pitcher of water acted as a sun glass, 
and the hot rays of the sun shining 
through the water were refracted di- 
rectly upon the cartridge chamber of the 
rifle. Eight witnesses were in the room, 
and a few minutes after 8 o'clock there 
was a puff and a report, and the ball 
struck the outlined form back of the ear, 
and the theory of circumstantial evi- 
dence was exploded, 


This is interesting, not only because 


the real occurrence is quite as strange as 
the imagined one, but because the fact 
came after the fiction and paralleled it 
so closely.—Detroit Free Press.

A.., is at present enjoying himself in the 
beautiful town of Perugia, the air of 
which is most invigorating.

li^ht is being laid in the president's 
house, in Holland Park road. The splen- 
did eastern hall, paved with tiles from 
Damascus, 
with the fountains and 


couches of exquisite workmanship, will 
now be lit by the electric light. So will 
the Drawing room, with its fine speci- 
mens of Corot'a paintings representing 
the seasons, and the handsome dining 
room. The large studio, with its price- 
less treasures, will be properly illumi- 
nated. 


The fountain at one time had no rail- 


ing. One evening after one of Sir Fred- 
erick Leighton's epicurean feasts, the 
hall not being sufficiently lit, several of 
the academicians stepped into the foun

A Dust Storm in Simla. 


A curious phenomenon occurred in 


Simla recently on two successive nights. 
This was nothing less than a dust storm 
in the midst of a downpour of rain, or 
rather, to speak more correctly, a shower 
jf mud. A column of dust seems to 
have been carried op into the higher at- 
mosphere from the plains and to have 
been caught and forced, down, by the 
heavy rain. In the morning, as a result, 
all the plants and flowers in Simla were 
found to have received a thick coating 
)f mud. There could be no doubt that 
the mud had been rained down, for it 
was freely sprinkled on plants a.way 
from the hillside and at a, great height 
from the ground. Moreover a deposit 
of mud was found in the rain gauges in 
various parts of the station. 
It ia a 


common thing to see the atmosphere jn 
che hills during the hot season thick with 
dust from the plains, carried aloft by a 
strong wind. But the conjunction of 
rain and dust is an accident of which, 
it is stated, there is no previous record. 


A Bird with fifty-Foot WlnC8. 


Professor Adler, of Paris, an electrician 


of international reputation, has built a 
flying machine in which electrical mo 
tors play an important part, Ho has simu- 
lated the form of a bird in his ship. The 
wings have a spread of fifty feet, and 
are made of wicker, with a silk cover 
ing.

H« says 
tbat in 1883,'when the fi|>Lt for ixtecJirjg 
tbe charter began, be W«B npproiobed by a 
number of prominent gentlemen of tbe 
State who nabniittud a proposition to him 
to have the Constitution of the State so 
amended that be aud hit associates would 
be granted the privilege of conducting a 
lottery for twenty-five years longer, the 
consideration being tbat the company pay 
a license infficiently high to be of material 
interest to tbe Stole. 
He wua given to un- 


derstand that the proposition wonld meet 
with little if any opposition, and tbe ang- 
geitiona prompted him to make an nn- 
connoement tbnt he would pay $500,000 
p-r iinnurn. 
After tbe Mississippi floods, 


at tbe solicitation of a number of gont'e- 
men, he increased the amount to $1,250,- 
000, and tbatt it was submitted to tbe p«o- 
plj. Tben began a crnaade inside and 
ontxicle of the State which resulted in tbe 
enactment by Co-grogs of tbe Anti-Lottery 
Postal Liw. AH the United States Su- 
preme Court bas decided th»t the Anti-

time it will b« in the S'ates of Pennsylvania 
and New York, acd iN force will then 
greatly increase an.i it «ill continue to bo 
a severe Winter btorm through tbe Eastern 
States and southeastern Canada on the 1C b 
and 17th. 


About the 15th and 16th the cul.l wave, 


then in tba Missouri and Mississippi val- 
leys, will increase in foice and intensity, 
causing gales and severe oclJ for that 
season of tbe year. 
Tbe cold wave will 


reach far Into the Southern States. 


DBOUTBS. 


Prior to 1870 the rainfall was very light 


in Texas, west aud southwest of the Colorado 
river, and in the Panhandle country of tbat 
State.

of Kansas, it is cultivation that hat in- 
creased the rainfall. Jatt ai well claim 
tbat cultivation in the greet Asiatic desert 
of Gobi will restore to it rainfall and fer- 
tility, when it is an indisputable fact that 
the ancient Aryan tribes cultivated thoee 
rich lands tj their death, bringing a pcr- 
petual drouth to a country as large and fer- 
tile aa now are the great central valleys of 
the United States, The Gobi desert i» the 
iitritage of locg and continued cultivation 
and tbe destruction of the forest*, and »io 
professor in the Kansas University will risk 
lis reputation denying it. 


To every old sttlU-r io Texoa it is a Well 


inowu fact that, because the prairie n-es 
iave been kept out of Western Texas tince 
1865, tbe number and growth of trees have 
argely increased, and especially ia this 
rbe case with tbe brush or small timber 
ands. 


An aerial river of water is almost con- 


stantly streaming northwestward over the 
State of Texas. Tbat river rises from the 
Gulf of Mexico through the influence of 
be perpetual high barometer that covers 
;b» Atlantic north of 20 degrees north lat- 
tude. By this I mean to say that tbe 
principal part of tbe moisture that waters 
all of the great central valleys, including 
he great northern lakes, comes from the 
Gulf of Mexico and moves northwestward 
n transparent streams of moisture-laden 
atmosphere. 


This great aerial river flows onward over 


Oklahoma, W»s'crn Kansas and Nebraska, 
Eastern New Mexico, Colorado and Wyom- 
ng in the direction of the Dukotai and 
Sdontann. 


But why does it precipitate mr.ny times 


more water in Eastern than in Western Tex- 
i6? 
B-batiBd the tries protect the e»rth 


rom the sun's rays and prevent it from 
>eiag excessively heated. 


Wherevtr the earth becomes excessively 


heated by tbe sun's my, there tbe rainfall 
will be light. That great belt of o^rtutry, 
three hundred miles wide and a thousand 
miles in length, lying east of tbe Bocky 
Mountains, ia a hot bed, especially in the 
Summer mouths, and the hot air constantly 
rising from tbe great arid district drives the 
re rial river high into the 
atmosphere, 


where it encounters tbe returning current 
and it* carried back to the Gulf of Mexico 
without baviog accomplished tbe work of 
watering tbe great western plains.

tracted Many Able Cbinete Story Tel<- 
•!>• —Some Remarkable Aoeoanta of 
Strange Doings In Chlneae Wrttint". 
A curious collection of facts respect 


ing Thibet, as represented by vari- 
ous Chinese authors and travelers, has 
been made by Mr. Woodville Rockhill, 
who has himself explored that mysteri- 
ous country of middle Asia. 


On New Year's day at the capital city, 


Lh'asa, there begins a season of festivity. 
One of the entertainments is called the 
"Spectacle of the Flying Spirits." The 
performers stretch an enormously large 
rope made of hide all the way from the 
top to the bottom of Mount Potala; then 
they fasten grooved blocks of wood to 
their chests and sail down the line like 
so many swallows. On top of this same 
mountain dwells the pope of the Budd- 
hist religion, who is called the tale lama. 
He ia also the incarnation of the god 
which chiefly protects mankind. 


On the 30th of the month there is an- 


other great sport when the king of the 
devils is driven away. A priest is chosen 
to play the part of the tale lama, and a 
layman, selected for his wit and activity, 
takes the role of the demon. The latter 
smears his face with black and white 
paint, and goes before the pretended tale 
lama for 1 he purpose of mocking him. 
The two have an argument on religion, 
the issue of which is finally referred by 
mutual agreement to a cast of dice. 


These dice are very big ones, about 


the size of apples, but the poor fiend has 
no show at all in the gamble, for his die 
is blank ou every side, while the lama's 
has the highest number on each of its 
faces. In Thibet, as in Christian coun- 
tries, it ia always laudable to defraud 
the devil. 


Being beaten, the king of the devils is 


frightened and runs away, with all the 
people after him, firing guns and cannon 
so that he is obliged to hide at length in 
a hole in the mountain, where provisions 
have previously been placed to feed him 
for a few days while he remains in con- 
cealment. There are nearly as many 
demons in Thibet as there are human 
inhabitants, and the priests or "lamas" 
are kept very busy exorcising them, be- 
cause otherwise they would swarm every 
where and do no end of mischief. 


POWER. OF TUE PRIESTS. 


If any one is'&ick or annoyed iii.any 


way tiie devils are responsible, anil the 
only sensible thing is to go and hire a 
priest to frighten them off. For this 
purpose the lama reads aloud from the 
sacred writings, blows a horn made 
from a human thigh bone, beats a drum 
manufactured out of two human skulls, 
rings a bell and tells over a rosary of 
disk shaped beads cut out of human 
skulls. 


The lamas also do a large business in 


fortune telling. Sometimes they ascer- 
tain the fates with 
barleycorns; at 


others they burn sheep bones for the 
same purpose or gaze into bowls of 
water. 


According to one author there is a 


very astonishing curiosity in Thibet in 
the shape of a plant that flies. It re- 
sembles a dog in shape, is the color of a 
tortoise shell and is very tame. If lions 
or elephants see it they are frightened, 
"hence it is the king of beasts." 
There 


is a kind of black donkey which can 
cope in fight with the tiger. 
On the icy 


peaks of the Himalayas, says this imagi- 
native wriftr, there is a "snow maggot," 
resembling the silkworm in appearance 
and weighing nearly a pound. It is ex- 
cellent to eat, but too much of it will 
make one bleed at the nose. 


Seventy li from Lh'asa is a convent on 


top of a hill, and a great hole full oi 
white clay that is good to eat. As fast 
as the clay is eaten more takes its place. 
Behind the convent is a largo lake, and 
evildoers who go near always tumble 
into it. 
The Thibetans used to cast 


Buddhas in copper, and the smaller they 
were the more they were worth. 


POLITENESS IN THIBET. 


Chinese philosophers say that manners 


differ every hundred li of distance, and 
customs are no longer the same every 
thousand li. 
Thus the ways of the 


Thibetans vary, but in most parts it is 
usual for a woman going to see a priest 
to smear her face with molasses. 
If 


this is not done it is said that she is try- 
ing to captivate the laina by her comeli- 
ness—an unpardonable crime. 
A sign 


of politeness on meeting a person is to 
hold up the clasped hands and stick out 
the tongue. When a man dies one-half 
of his property goes to charity and the 
other half to the lamas. His family 
gets nothing. 


One of the writers quoted observes 


that in case of dearh the corpso is tied 
up with tho heal between the knees, 
aud suspended in a rawhide bag from 
the rafters. A few days later it is taken 
to the corpse cutter's place, where it is 
tied to a post. The flesh is then cut off 
and given to dogs and the bones crushed 
in a stone mortar 'and made up with 
grain into balls, which are also thrown 
to dogs and vultures. Both these meth- 
ods of burial are considered highly de- 
sirable.
